IN THE CLAIMS : 
Claims 52-65 are cancelled. 

Claim 1 . (Currently Amended) A cartridge for a manually actuated respiratory 
medicament delivery device, comprising: 
a body having opposed ends, 

a passage through said body through said opposed ends wherein said opposed 
ends of said body surrounding said passage are convex, 

a medicament stored in said passage and burstable polyolefin membranes 
having a burst pressure less than 10 atmospheres covering said passage , wherein said 
burstable polyolefin membranes are stretched taut over said convex opposed ends and 
are sealing said passage at said opposed ends of said body. 

Claim 72. (Currently Amended) A cartridge for a respiratory medicament delivery 
device, comprising: 

a body having opposed ends, 
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a passage through said body through said opposed ends wherein said opposed 
ends of said body surrounding said passage are convex, 

a powdered medicament stored in said passage, and; 

burstable polyolefin membranes having a burst pressure less than 10 
atmospheres covering said passage , wherein said burstable polyolefin membranes are 
stretched taut over said convex opposed ends and are sealing said passage at said 
opposed ends of said body. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a cartridge comprising, 
among other features, a body having a passage and opposed ends; wherein said 
opposed ends are convex; a medicament stored in the passage; and burstable 
polyolefin membranes that are stretched taut over the convex opposed ends and are 
sealing the passage at said opposed ends.
